crowd off Luther's weekly story

Jones was the best friend the 
Central and South Florida Flood 
Control District ever had, and 
many of the flood control pro- 
jects of the Glades area are due 
to Jones’ constant prodding and 
unflagging faith in the area, 

Perhaps of all his interests, 
real estate was the first love, 


His newspaper staff often 
yould sit fuming,and finally go 
ahead and put out an edition, 
while Luther wined and dined a 
real estate prospect, He simply 
would not accept the fact that 
there was anyone on the entire 
earth who was not eagerly 
awaiting the day he could buy 
property in the Glades, 


He rraveled to Tallahassee, 
Washington or anywhere else 
at his own expense for many 
years to plead his case for 
flood control. To gauge his suc- 
cess, look at the intricate sys- 
tem of dikes and dams the next 
time you're in the Lake Okee- 
chobee area, 

Colorful, outspoken, Jones 
personified the old ‘‘damn the 
torpedos, full speed ahead” of 
Admiral Farragut. 

A life-long Democrat, he told 
me about a candidate I wanted 
him to meet:

FCD In Best Shape Ever 
To Combat Hurricanes 


Battle plans to combat 
1966 soggy hurricanes and 
other tropical storms have 
been drawn by the Central 
and Southern Florida Flood 
Control District. 

“We're in the best shape 
ever for the fight,” said 
Zeb Grant, FCD operations 
and maintenance director. 

He explained today that 
additional water control 
structures placed in cpera- 
tion during the past year, 
more auxiliary power units, 
and improved radio com- 
municatioh will serve the 
public should it be neces- 
sary for rapid removal of 
flood waters from a wet 
storm. 

There now are 81 major 
structures, along with 11 
pumping stations, maintain- 
ed and operated by the FCD 
within its 15,500square- 
mile, 18-county area. 

Grant has issued orders 
to a 170-тап work force in 
regard to procedure if a 
hurricane alert is sounded 
by FCD headquarters here. 
Generally, water control 
structures near the coast 
will be opened and inland 
structures closed. 

Once an alert is issued, a- 
bout 24 hours in advance of 
a hurricane strike, the oper- 
ations and maintanence per 


sonnel will swing into ac- 
tion. Crew members will 
тап pumping stations a- 
round the clock. Radio com- 
munication will link head- 
quarters with field stations 
and. pumping stations thro- 
ughout the District. Auxili- 
ary power will be switched 
on. And workmen wiil stand 
by for any necessary repair 
of damages to FCD works 
even before the storm sub- 
sides, said Grant. 

Ed Dail FCD executive 
director, noted that the vast 
water control project, now 
50 per cent complete, is 
more efficient than it was 
during the 1960 rampage of 


Hurricane Donna, the last 
“wet ipical storm to hit 
within the District 
Hurricanes during the 
past few years have been

During the past few years, 
new works within the FCD 
included the raising of the 
Herbert Hoover Dike on 
the south shore of Lake 
Okeechobee, construction of 
dikes on the northwest shore 
and in 1965 the start of 
construction of the dike on 
the northeast shore to com- 
plete encirclement of the 
730-square-mile lake. Other
